SO WHAT'S THE POINT?? Five thoughts: 
Being pro-life is not enough {John 10:10; 1 Timothy 1:15; 2 Peter 3:9) 
Are we more concerned with the life of the body than the eternality of the 
soul? We can and should be concerned for both, (see: Matthew 7:14; 
10:28; Mark 10:28; 1 Corinthians 5:16-17) 

We cannot sacrifice the Gospel message to present the biblically backed 
pro-life message so as 'not to offend'. The Cross is an offense - 
(Galatians 5:11) Because it speaks of Jesus' grace to unworthy sinners 
like us. Spurgeon said: "But there is something in the cross of Christ 
which hurts men's pride. . .and that is , it is opposed to all their ideas of 
human ability." 

Presenting the pro-life message without the salvation message is an 
offense to God. (1 Corinthians 9:16) 

At Gateway, we believe the Gospel of life begins with the message of 
eternal life.
